| I Ach 


N eſſential Part of Chri- 
= ſtianity is now before 
us; and whoſoever falls 
| ſhort of this Character 
here given, and yet pre- 
ſumes to account him- 
ſelt the faithful Servant of Chriſt, is 
miſtaken in his Notions of Himſelf, and 
fruſtrates the Purpoſes of his Redeem- 
er. For the whole verſe runs thus, Who 
gave himfelf for us, that he might redeem 
us from all iniquity, and purifie unto himſelf 
z peculiar People, zealous of good Works, 
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By good Worts, we may underſtand 
in General, the Exerciſe of Goodneſ,, 


whether in Acts of Juſtice, Piety, or Cha- 


rity. For the fincere Diſciples of Chriſt 
are here firſt repreſented, as Redgem- 
ed from all Iniquity, and Purified; which 
Expreſſions do imply, their being deli 
vered from the Guilt and Puniſhment 
of Sin. And when *tis added, that thoſe 
who are Parified, muſt be moreover Ze«- 
lous of good Works, *tis in theſe Words 
plainly ſignified, if it be not the peculiar 
Senſe of them, that all faithful Chriſti- 
ans are obliged, not only to avoid the 
Commiſſion of Sin, but Atually to per- 
form Poſitive Duties; that they muſt 
not only ceaſe to do evil, as the Prophet 
[aiah expreſſetli it, which is defcribed by 
Negative Goodneſs; but alſo learn to do 
well, which is called Poſitive Goodneſs, 
and be zealous in ſo doing, Theſe two 
Propoſitions therefore are obſervable from 
the Words;

And this I ſhall repreſent, 2 under 2 
general view: And, ſecondly, under ſome 
more particular Conſiderations. And, 

I. That we are obliged to the actual 


Exerciſe of Goodneſs will appear, in a ge- 


neral Way, if we do but turn a Thought 
to the State and Order of created Beings, 


and the Deſigns of their Creatour. For 
though no Vertue or Vice can be aſcrib- 


ed to thoſe Beings, which have no Under- 
ſanding ; yet remiſs and negligent Man 
may form a juſt and uſeſul Reproot to 
himſelf, upon , this Obſervation, That 
whilſt He, who is the Glory of viſible 
Creatures, fails of exerciſing his Powers 


and Abilities, and of Anſwering the Ends 
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of his Creation, all the other Parts even 
of the natural World do exert them- 
ſelves to their utmoſt C apacity, in pro- 
moting and fulfilling the great Ends and 
Purpoſes of Nature. The Sun ceaſeth 
not to viſit, and cheer, and beautify the 
World, but cometh forth as a Bridegroom 
out of his Chamber, and rejoiceth as a Giant 
to run his Courſe; And if it once ſtood ſtill 
in the midſt of Heaven, and haſted not to go 
down, about a whole Day, this was owing to 
the ſpecial Reſtraint of the Creatour ; 
for Otherwiſe, It goeth forth from the utter- 
moſt Part of the Heaven, and runneth about 
unto the end of it again. And fo the other 
Celeſtial Bodies maintain their conſtant 
Revolutions, for the Illuſtration of God's 
Glory, the Benefit of Mankind, and the 
Regularity and Harmony of the World. 
And if we bring down our Proſpect 
into the lower Regions, there all the Or- 
ders of Beings purely Animate are in a 
State of Motion and Activity, under their 
proper Proportions. And thoſe things 
here below, as well as thoſe above, which 
are deſtitute of Life, are not yet wanting 
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in their Motion, but are making continua]| 
Advances, agreeably to their proper Ten- 
dencies, for the Accompliſhment of their 
proper Ends. The Seas are fulfilling the 
Courſe of Nature by conſtant Agitations, 
and, for the like Purpoſe, the Springs 
break forth into the Rivers, which run among 
| the Hills. Even the Earth it ſelf, Una- 
| Qive and Sluggiſh as it is, muſt not ſtand 
an Exception to the general Laws of Acti- 
vity, which the Other natural Bodies are 
governed by, but bears its proper Part, 
and moves in Concert with them. 


i Thus it is in the Conſtitution of things 
__ Natural : It doth not ſuffice that they do 
not act in a plain Oppoſition to the Inten- 
wy tions of their Maker, and the Laws aſſignu- 
, ed to them; but that they ſhould not act 
4 at all, is likewiſe abſolutely Inconſiſtent. 
with their State, and the Deſign of their 


Author. Operation is the End of creat- 
ed Beings, and each muſt actually per- 
form its proper Offices, in order to the 
Perfection of the Whole. And ſuch a 
Courſe of Operations, proportioned to the ' 
different Conditions of Beings, is {till more 

| A 4 eminent 
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eminent in the intellectual and moral 
World. The bleſſed Angels, which are 
veſted with the Higheſt Principles of 


Activity, are moſt remarkable for the 


Quickneſs and Conſtancy of their Moti- 
ons, in Obedience to their Maker. Thus, 
in Jacob's Viſion, we have an Account of 


the Angels of God aſcending and deſcending 


hetwixt Earth and Heaven; Gen. xxxviii, 
12. And the Reaſon of this 1s plainly 
given by the Apoſtle, they are all mini- 
ſtring Spirits : To - which purpoſe we 


read of the ſeven ETES, which are the ſe- 


ven SPIRITS of God ſent forth into all the 
Earth, Revel. v. 6. And when with 
theſe Paſſages of Scripture we compare 


thoſe G bers wherein we have an Account 


of the Angels ſtanding round about the 
Throne, and falling before the Throne on their Fa- 
ces, and worſhipping God,we have in one view 
their Diligence in exerciſing Poſitive Acts of 
Homage and Obedience to the Almighty. 

From all which it appears, that the ſe- 
veral Powers and Capacities of all Beings 
are to be Actually exerciſed, according 
to the Direction and Appointment of 

God; 


ſhould 
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God; ; "nd that if any of thoſe Beings 
ſhould only ſuſpend the Exerciſe of their 
Powers and Capacities, ſo as not to a& 
at All, according to their reſpective Con- 
ditions, they would thereby as plainly 
violate the divine Appointment, as if they 
ſhould Act in a direct Contrariety to it. 
Thus the general Laws of created Be- 
ings do point out our Obligation to Poſi- 
tive Duty, or, the Actual Exerciſe of 


Goodneſs, and ſhould be unto us a con- 


ſtant Rule of Inſtruction and Admoni- 
tion; A Method of Inſtruction, not only 
very Uſeful, in the Nature of it, and 
therefore neceſſary to be mentioned; 
but likewiſe recommended in the fa- 
cred Scriptures themſelves, the Stan- 
dard and Fountain of . Wiſdom 
and Inſtruètion. 

There we are taught, that rhe Hea- 
vens declare the Glory of God, the Elements 
alſo, and the Compounds of them, Fre 
and Hail, Snow and Vapours, Wind ana 
Storm, fulfilling his Word: There we have 
an Admonition to exert our ſelves in pro- 
per Teſtimonies of Duty to God, taken 

| from 
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from the natural Notices and Regards 
which are exerted by inferiour Beings, 
the Ox knowing his Owner, and the Aſs his 
Maſter's Crib: There we are required 
to learn Application, and Diligence in the 


Execution of Duty, from the Activity of 
very inconſiderable Creatures, labouring in , ben 
-purſuit of their natural Tendencies and it fi 
Direction, Go to the Ant, thou Sluggard, MW "ai 
conſider her Ways, and be wiſe: There we 1 
are ſupplied by our Bleſſed Saviour Him- the ] 
ſelf with an Argument, for the Actual '<Pre 
Exerciſe of Goodneſs, taken from an Ob- ble 8 
ſervation upon the Trees of the Field: That 
Every Tree that bringeth not forth got Hut, 
Fruit, is hewn down, and caſt into the Fire, fome t 
Matt. vii. 19. Not only thoſe Trees Laden: 
which produce Corrupt Fruit, but thoſe Perſor 
which do not actually bring forth Good £74, 
Fruit, thoſe which produce no Fruit at and w; 
All, muſt be deſtroyed. For, that this h; juſtiy 
the Meaning of the Text, is very plain ment; 
from our Lord's Parable of the Fig. tree. that 
The Owner whereof ſaid unto the dreſſer | his Ta 
of his Vineyard, Behold, theſe three Tears 1 Diſhon 
or per\ 


come * Fruit on this Fig-tree, and find 
none; Contei 
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none ; cut it aown, why cambreth it the Ground ? 
Luke xiii. To which nothing could juſtly 
be oppoſed but this, Lord, lot it alone this 
Tear alſo, till I ſhall dig about it, and dung 
it: And if it bear Fruit, nell: and if not, 
then after that thou ſhalt cut it down. When 
it finally proves Fruitleſs, it muſt, in all 
reaſon, be finally Deſtroyed 

To this purpoſe our Bleſſed Saviour, in 


| the Parable of the Seed ſown, Matth. xiii. 


repreſents the Faithful and only accepta. 
ble Servants of God under the View of 
That Seed, which Actually brought forth 
Fruit, ſome an hundred-fold, ſome ſixty, and 
ſome thirty. And in the Parable of the 
Talents, Matth. xxv. he introduceth the 
Perſon who had hid his Talent in the 
Earth, under the Character of a /othful, 
and wicked, and unproſitable Servant, and 
juſtly obnoxious to the ſevereſt Puniſh- 
ment ; Where it ſhould be well obſerved, 
that This Servant had not employed 
his Talent to his Lord's Detriment or 
Diſhonour ; that he had not Abuſed it, 
or perverted it to any Evil Purpoſes, in 
Contempt of his Lord, or direct Rebelli- 
on 
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on againſt him; he had not ſo much as 2 
Squandred and Waſted his Talent by 

any Means whatſoever ;. but he had  neg- Or 
lected to improve it, to apply it to Any pr 


Purpoſe, to make any uſe of it at All; and 
upon this ſingle Point, becauſe he was lu. 
Slothful and Unactive, did his Condem. 
nation turn: Though he had Actually 
committed no Evil, yet becauſe he had 
not actually done any Good, the dreadful bu 
Sentence is given againſt him, Caſt ye. the thi 
unprofitable Servant into. outer Darkneſs, of 
there ſhall be weeping and 'gnaſhing of Teeth, G 
The anprofitable Servant is the Parallel to 
the fruitleſs Tree, which mult not be ſut- M.

Second Place to be added to the General 
One already offered. Where I ſhall re- 
preſent our obligation to Good Works, or, 
to the Actual Exerciſe of Goodneſs, as 
ſuch Good Works may be conſidered, 

Firſt, Tn reſpe& of God, as we are Cre- 
ated and Redeemed by him, and Subje& 
to him, and therefore Obliged to contri- 


- bute our utmoſt to his Honour. For 


thus St. Paul does at once give us a Rule 
of Duty, and the Reaſon of it, Gborify 


God in your Bodies, and in your Spirits, 


which are GOD? 


s, 1 Cor. vi. 20. And the 
Method of Anſwering this high Obligati- 
on, and Accompliſhing this great End, 
is aſſigned by our Bleſſed Lord himſelf; 
Let your Light ſo ſhine before Men, that 
they may ſee your good WORKS, and 
glorifie your Father which is in Heaven, 


Matt. v. 16. Whilſt we deny our ſelves 


unlawful Pleaſures, and unlawtul Advan- 
tages, out of a Senſe of Duty, grounded 
upon the Love of God, we do undoubted- 
ly acquit our felves in an Acceptable man- 

ney 
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ner before him ; And if the Other parts 
of our Behaviour are but Agreeable to 
This, we ſhall not fail of the Recompence 


of Reward; And, as Corrupt Inclinati- 


ons Within are More Powerful, and 
Temptations from Without More En- 
gaging, Acts of Self-denial will be ill 
More Approved in the Judgment of God, 
and Crowned with a Higher Reward. 
But ſtill *tis poſſible that we may deny 
our ſelves the commiſſion of moſt Agree- 
able Sins, and yet contribute Little or No- 
thing to the Advancement of God's Glory, 
The abſtaining from ſinful Actions is in- 
deed the preventing direct Diſhonour to 
God; but our Obligation to promote 
God's Honour does ſignifie a great deal 
more than our avoiding plain inſtances of 
Diſhonour towards Him; it implies Poſj- 


tive and Abſolute Duties, whereby we 


{ſhall give direct occaſion of Celebrating 
His Praiſe, and propagating the Glory of 
His Name. And therefore all Thoſe who 
are ſo far Innocent and Harmleſs, that 
they do not launch out into any Enormities, 


but yet ſpend their Lives, and poſſeſs their 


Talents, 
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Talents, in a Dreaming, and Uſeleſs, and 


-UnaRtive manner, are — and Inex- 


cuſable, 
We are inſtructed, that we muſt xox 


live unto our SELVES, but unto the 
LORD; and that whatſoever we do, we 
muſt do all to the Glory of God : And our Sa- 


| viour teacheth us, How we are to pro- 


mote God's Glory; Herein is my Father 
glorified, that ye bear much Fruit, John xv. 8. 

All Holy Men have, in their ſeveral 
Proportions, anſwered the Character of 


the Baptiſf, who was 4 burning and a ſpining 


Light, John v. 3. They have been emi. 
nent for their Acts of Piety, teſtifying 
their Conſtancy and Fervency in the 
Worſhip of God; Eminent, in the utmoſt 
Dangers, for the open Declaration and 
Profeſſion of their Faith, for the Inſtigati- 
on, and Encouragement, and Confirma- 
tion of others in it, in Oppoſition to Pro- 
ſane and gainſaying Men; Eminent for 
their Liberality and Charity, honouring 
God with their SUBSTANCE, as So. 


 lomon expreſſeth it, Prov. 11. 9. Eminent 
for their Earneſt Labours in Relieving the 
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Oppreſſed, Reducing the Vicious, Inſtru- 
cting the Ignorant, Convincing the Erro- 


neous, Strengthning the Weak, Satisfying 
the Doubtful, Exciting the Negligent, and 


Guarding Religion from the A 


of 1 its Enemies on every Side. 

St. Paul's Greateſt Glory is, that he 
Laboured more abundantly than they all, in 
promoting the Glory of God. When theſe 


Vigilant and Active, theſe Induſtrious 


and Strenuous Inſtruments of God's Ho- 


nour ſhall appear in the Judgment, how 


Beautiful and Joyful, how Reſplendent 


and Glorious will their Appearance be? 


And how contemptible, and diſmal, and 
dejected muſt thoſe other Thoughtleſs 
Creatures appear, who have ſuffered their 
Lives to run down in Sloth and Indolence, 
Neglecting the Honour of their Maker ? 
Whilſt the Oze inherits the Glory of Good 
Works; the Other, having been unfruitful, 
muſt fink uuder Shame and Confuſion 
of Face. But, 


Secondly, The ARtual Performance of |

Neighbour. For, next to the Advance- 
ment of God's Glory, which is the chief 
End, and therefore ſhould be the chief 
Aim of every Rational Creature ; the 
Good of Mantind demands the Exerciſe 
of Goodneſs at our Hands. And, as it is 
obſerved above, that our Obligation to 
Glorifie God, does lay us under a Neceſſity 
of all ſuch Poſitive Duties, as may be 
ſubſervient to that great Purpoſe, and does 
not conſiſt in the pure Avoidance of wick- 
ed Actions, which would reflect Diſhonour 
upon him; ſo here it is obvious, that the 
Good which we are to do unto our Bre- 
thren, is Direct and Poſitive, and does not 
only conſiſt in our forbearing to Hurt 
and Annoy them. 

Under the great Conflicts betwixt King- 
doms, in the direful State of War, That 
which Succours and Supports Another— 


in the Defence of its juſt Rights and Pri- 


vileges, is intitled to the proper Glories of 
Beneficence; but that which ſtands Neu- 
ter, deſerves no Acknowledgments, be- 
cauſe it confers no Benefits, and is but 
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One Degree removed from the State of a 
profeſſed Enemy. Tis by no Means a ſuf. 
cient Juſtification, which Men commonly 
offer in their own Favour, That they 
have done no Injury to their Neighbours, 
For wide is the Difference betwixt an 
Oppreſſour and Benefactour, betwixt the 
Charitable and Injurious. It may eaſily 
happen, that He who is not fo deſperate 
as to become the One, is not yet found in 
the hopeful State of the Other. No Man 
can value himſelf, for Adding much to 
the Happineſs of Mankind, purely on this 
Account, that he is not a Thief or a 
Robber. Tis not our keeping to the 
Letter of the Sixth Commandment, that 
hills up the Meaſure of Duty to our 
Neighbour, in regard to his Life ; For as 
we mult not deſtroy it, we ſtand Further 
obliged to Protect it, and to Crown it 
with Comforts, by proper Acts of ow 
own, to the utmoſt of our Power. ?Tis 
not {ſufficient that we do not Hate our 
Neighbour ; but we muſt moreover 
Actually and Ardently love him, and 

give 
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give all poſſible Demonſtrations of that 
Love, by ſuch Fruits of it, as may be 
moſt Beneficial to him: ?Tis not ſuffici- 
ent, that we do not covet any Thing that is 
His, but we mutt moreover communi- 


cate unto him that which is our Own, as 


His Exigencies require, and Our Abilities 


allow. 
Thoſe have little Reaſon to expect Ad- 


miſſion into the Society of the Bleſſed A- 
bove, who do not Contribute their utmoſt 


tothe Happineſs of Humane Society upon 
Farth. When we are taught that the Fruit- 


leſs Tree muſt be cut down, that it may 
not be an Incumbrance upon the World» 


which receives no Advantage from it; 


| what can thoſe unprofitable Souls think 
of themſelves, which ſerve to no other 


Purpoſe, but to drag their Bodies through 
the Benefits of the Air, which they ſcarce 
deſerve to breath in? Let them fo far 


apply the Parable, as to conſider, that 


though they are let alone for this Year 
alſo, yet God's Long-ſuffering will have

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Theſe Two Particulars are the Weigh. 
tieſt Arguments of our Obligations to 
Pofitive Duty, or the Actual exerciſe of 
Goodneſs; bur itil: there are ſome Other 
ions which may be a Further 
Illuſtration of this Point; As, 

JThirdly, That Poſitive Goodneſs is ne. 
ceſſary to prove our Fidelity in the Ser. 
vice of God. Whoſoever negleQs the Af. 
firmative Precepts, whilſt he obſerves the 
Negative ones, cannot be eſteemed a 
Faithful Servant; becauſe he doth but 
obſerve a Part of his Lord's Wil. And 
therefore as he falls. ſhort in his Service, 
he mult do ſo in his Reward too. Tho 
God rewards All that is Religion in us, yet 


He rewards nothing Elſe, and dath not | 


place to His account, what is done upon 
a W _y Convenience to our Selves. 
And *tis obſervable, that if we go no fur: 
ther in our Duty, than Abſtaining from 
Exceſſes, there is nothing in This, but what 
Nature, without Religion, would ſuggeſt 
and ſupport. The ſeveral Rules of Ab- 


ſtinence are fo many Laws of Self-preſer- 


vation; And 'tis poſſible that our Obedi- 


ence 
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ence may riſe to the Heighth of Theſe, 
whilſt we do not ſo much ſerve God as 
our ſelves. Therefore 'tis obſervable, 
that the ancient Philoſophers, making 
Nature, rather than the Will of God, the 
Rule of their Virtue, did turn their Pre- 
cepts chiefly upon Negative Goodneſs. 
But the Son of God, who came from Hea- 
ren to Reveal his Father's Will, hath 
taught us to give Other and Higher Evi- 
dences of our Fidelity to God. The ſeve- 
ral Parables which have been mentioned, 
and the Parable of the Virgins, and the 
Account of the laſt Judgment, do All 
ſionifie, that our Fate at the Laſt day 
will be determined by the Meaſures of 


Poſitive Goodneſs; Which will appear, 


Fourthly, To be ſtill Further neceſſary 
in us, as it is an engaging Recommenda- 
tion and Endearment of Religion to O- 
thers. ?Tis obvious that Thoſe Duties 
are peculiarly Reaſonable and Neceſſa ry 
which reflect Honour upon our Holy Re- 
ligion; as Poſitive Goodneſs ever does, 
The Obligations of this kind are fo Great, 


thata Negligence or Indifference towards 


B "4 them 
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them is accounted Criminal. He that is 
not with me, is againſt me; and he that ga. 
thereth not with me, ſcattereth. The Diſci. 
ples of our Lord are, for the Influence of 
their Example, and for extending the 
Credit of Religion, compared to the Salt 
of the Earth, and to a City ſet on an Hill. 
The Uncommon and Shining Vertues 
of the firſt Chriſtians were, under God, 
highly inſtrumental towards the Conver: 
ſion of the World. Their Perſeverance 
in well-doing, their Zeal for their Maſter, 
and the EffeQs of their Charity to all the 
World, were ſo many demonſtrations of the 
Spirit, The Apologiſts did ever appeal to 
this Known and Unexceptionable Teſti- Pe 


mony in their ſeveral Apologies for the full 
Chriſtian Religion, And this Argument he 
Was of the Greater force, hecauſe it was hat 
ſuch as the Ignorant could eaſily Con- Kon 
ceive, and the Learned could neither De- Sp 


ſpiſe nor Diſprove. 


Such was the Excellency of Their Ex- a 
amples, and ſuch ſhould be Ours, if we : 
would be rank'd amongſt thoſe, who turn | ir 
many to N 'ohteouſneſs. We ſhould not be 

| Cop 
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Content with Low and Obſcure Perſorm- 
ances, but ſometimes Riſe to ſuch, as This 
Day teſtifies, ſuch as may ſtrike Emula- - 
tion or Reverence into the Beholders, and 
may Adorn and Recommend that Truth 
which we profeſs. 

The Apoſtle exhorts to Adorn the Doctrine 
of God our Saviour in all things, Tit. ii. 10. 
and, to provide for Honeſt (nad, Honourable) 
things, not only in the Sight of the Lord, but 
alſo in the Sight of Men, 2 Cor. viii. 21. 

Fifthly, Poſitive Goodneſs is Neceſſary 
to that Perfection which the Goſpel re- 
quires. A Chriſtian is deſcribed under 
Characters Importing, not only that he is 
purged from dead Works, but that he faith- 
fully ſerves the living God; not only that 
he hath pat off the Old Man, but that he 
hath pat on the New Man, in order to be- 
come an habitation of Goa, ann the 
Spirit. 

The Chriſtian uro is a Diſci- 
pline Qualifying us for Heaven ; and the 
ſeveral Rules of the One do, in ſome re- 
ſpect, Aſſimilate our AﬀeQions to the 
Other. That Flame of Divine Love is to 

— = be 
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be raiſed in This Life, which is to Qing 
forth in Full Glory for ever in the Next, 
But Negative Goodneſs is at a great Di- 
ſtance from This Perfection, and is indeed 
little better than the Infancy and Ele. 
ments of Religion. Repentance from dead 

| Works, is but the previous Diſpoſition to 
that perfect Goodneſs, which is required 
in a Chriſtian, The Reſtraint of the 
Paſſions, which made fo great a Part of 
Philoſophy, is no more than a Preparation 
to the Principal Duties of Chriſtianity. 

The Peculiar Doctrines of the Goſpel 
begun, where the other Inſtitutions ended. 
When Man's Reaſon was at a loſs, and 
could carry him no farther, Faith came 
in to his Succour, that he might go on 
to Perſection. And as Faith is in it ſelf 
the Higheſt and Nobleſt Principle, ſo it is 
a Practical Principle, and by Works is Faith 
made perfect. 

The Goſpel does not only require thoſe 
Good Works which were inforced by the 
Law of Nature, and that in Higher de- 
grees of Excellency than what they ap- 


pear'd in DEE; but does likewiſe call 
for 
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or Additional Acts of Goodneſs, in ſuch In- 


ſtances as could never have iſſued forth 
from Natural Light. Thoſe Good Works, 


which ſtand in the Firſt rank under the 


Goſpel, are ſuch as Reaſon without Faith 


could not diſcover, and Natare without 


Grace could not perform. 
And all this ought to be well conſidered 
by Thoſe, who go on in a Middle way be- 


| twixt Saints and Sinners; who, though 


they be free from the Vices of the Carnal 


| Man, are yet at a great Diſtance from 


the Perfections of the Spiritual. They 
ſatisfy themſelves, if they ſtep not aſide 


| into Wrong Paths, though they do not 


Move forward in the Right One, toward 
the mark, for the prize of the high calling 


| of God in Chriſt Jeſus. They hang in a 
State of Indifferency between God and 


the World, without any vehemence of 
Tendency toward Either. And though 
they have Experience enough to fee 
through this Grave cheat, which is ſo com- 
monly put upon Life, yet they ſtill remain 
Indulgent of Eaſe, and Patient of Deluſi- 
on. They are not willing to offend God 


by 
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by 3 Acts of Iniquity; but they 
continually provoke him, by neglecting 
to do thoſe things that are pleaſing in his 
Sight. 

Wherefore let every Unproſitable Servant 
Carefully view the Precipice, whereon 
he ſtands; that he may betimes retire 
from the dreadful Brink to a ſafer Scitua- 
tion: Let his Total Negle& of Good | 
Works be Succeeded by Earneſtneſs, and 
Aſſiduity, and Fervency in the Perform- 
ance of them. And This leads me in the 
next Place briefly to repreſent, | 

II. That Zzal is the Neceſſary Qualifi- 
cation of Poſitive Duty or Acts of Good- 
neſs; for 'tis Incumbent upon the Ser- 
vants of our Lord, that they ſhould be 
Zealous of Good Works. The value of 
Performances does much depend upon 
That Diſpoſition of Mind from whence 
they flow. When Good Works are done 
with a Negligence and Unconcern, as if it 
were perfectly indifferent to the Man, 
whether they be Undertaken, or let alone, 
whether they Succeed or Miſcarry, They 
then ſit upon him with a very ill grace, 

and

and he may eaſily expect, that what is 
Performed with ſo much Coldneſs, will 
meet with a Cold Reception. *Tis the 
Life and Spirit, the Sprightlineſs and the 
Fervour of Religious enterprizes, that 
muſt recommend them to God, the Dif. 
cerner of Spirits, It was this Warmth 
of Concern for God's Honour in Phineas, 
that muſt be Inputed unto him for Righte- 
ouſneſs, among all Poſterities for Evermore. 
The very fame thing done with Relu- 


Rancy, and after much Inſtigation, and 
with a Colder hand, had been deſtitute 


of the Ornament, and + end the Re- 


ward. 
The utmoſt Glory of Elijah ſhines forth 
in this ſhort Character, I have been very 


JEALOUS for the Lord God of Hoſts. And 


there is nothing upon Record that re- 
dounds more to David's Honour, than the 
Expreſſions of his Zeal in preparing a 


place for the Ark of the Lord: I will not 


come within the tabernacle of mine houſe, nor 
climb up into my bed: ] will not ſuffer mine 
eyes to ſleep, nor mine eye-lids to ſlumber, nei- 
ther Fo * of my head to take any reſt. 


True 
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True Zeal will break through all Oppoſi- 
tion, and Difficulties, and Diſcourage- 
ments, ſuſtain all Inconveniencies with 
Alacrity, and render us Reſtleſs and 


Diſſatisfied, till we engage in the work and 


labour of love. 


With ſuch Eagerneſs and Farneſtneſs 


do all Good men conſtantly approach the 
Throne of Grace, in Publick and Private 
Devotions; with ſuch Eagerneſs and 
Earneſtneſs do they embrace all Oppor. 
tunities of performing Works of Charity 


and Compaſſion; with ſuch Eagerneſs 


and Earneſtneſs do they preſs forward 


unto every Good Work, for the Ad- 
vancement of God's Honour, and the 


Benefit' of Mankind. And whoſoever 
does not find himſelf affected with This 
Neceſſary and Bleſſed Diſpoſition, ſhould 
bewail the Imperfection and Deadneſs 
which he ſtill Labours under, and inceſ- 


ſantly implore the Communications of 


the Spirit of God, that he may be actu- 
ated with the Holy Flame, and become 
Tealous of Good Works.
